— The  "1,000 /(>rtj"  re)inrted  by  cable  lo  have 
bean  expended  by  llie  Chilian  govemment  for  the 
relief  of  the  Guayaquil  sufferers,  turns  out  Lo  have 
been  poutid,s  steilitig  {libvas). 

— A  Valparaiso  lelegtam  of  t1ie  8ih,  extracted 
from  our  I3u(fn(>s  Aiiei  exclianjes,  says:  — Messrs. 
J.  and  i\L  Clark  have  concluded  an  arrangement 
by  which  they  are  to  continue  ihe  buildinii  of  the 
Cliilian  section  of  the  Trans. Andiiie  railway.  As 
soon  as  c(>nt;ress  iiieeis  .t  leque-t  will  be  made  lo 
the  government  to  pay  the  tjuarantee  against  cer. 
tificaies  uf  the  completion  of  the  wurk  by  section,s. 
It  is  expected  tluit  liefore  the  end  of  two  yeais  the 
line  will  be  completed  to  Juncal,  the  section  which 
crosses  the  pass  alune  remaining  unfinished.

The  spirit  which  dictates  it  Is  not 
zeal  which  springs  from  charily,  nor  fanaticism 
which  springs  from  madnes'i — hut  the  balefal  in- 
tolerance which  springs  from  pride.  The  way  to 
convince  Protestants  that  Cttliolicisin  is  the- true 
church  is  not  by  iiersecuting  them.  No  religion 
ever  died,  or  ever  will  die  from  persecution.  WTien 
will  tyrants  learn  Ibis  ?  When  wilt  men  recognize 
that  the  Son  of  Man  preached  no  gospel  of  oppres- 
sion ?  Now  that  the  Pope  of  Rome  is  advocating 
Christian  unity,  now  that  the  day  seems  dawning 
when  CliristiaiiB  will  kneel  l)ef(ire  ihe  one  altar, 
now  that  the  philosophy  of  the  ages  is  ripening 
into  the  ideals  preiched  long  ago  in  the  sermon 
from  the  mount,  smely  it  is  lime  (or  this  poverty- 
stiicken,  vicious,  lazy,  semi-civilized  Peru  to  awake 
from  its  mediaeval  sleep  of  tyranny,  corruption 
and  bigdtry.

There  are  483  newspapers  published  in  London 
and  1,357  in  t'»«  "st  of  England  ;  Wales  h  res- 
ponsible  fir  lOO,  Scotland  for  226,  Ireland  for  169, 
and  the  British  Isles  for  20,  a  total  of  2,355.  Be- 
sides these,  the  magazines  now  in  course  of  publi- 
cation number  2,097,  of  which  507  are  of  a  reli- 
gious character.  Over  200  of  these  magazines 
were  produced  for  the  first  time  during  Ihe  past 
year.  It  is  estimated  that  ^^4,000,000  a  year  is 
spent  in  advertisements,  and  that  about  1,500,000,. 
000  copies  of  newspapers  arc  sold  annually  in  Lon- 
don alone. 


Two  of  the  most  wonderful  automata  now 
working  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States 
are  liiose  used  by  ihe  government  for  counting 
and  tying  postal  cards  inio  small  bundles.  These 
machines  are  made  in  Connecticut,  and  the  two 
are  capable  of  counting  the  prodigious  number 
of  500,000  such  cards  in  ten  hours,  and  wrap- 
ping and  lying  the  same  in  packages  of  twenty- 
five  each.  In  this  operation  the  paper  is  pulled 
off  a  drum  by  two  long  fingers  which  come  up 
fiom  below,  and  Another  finger  dips  into  a  vat 
of  mucilage  and  applies  itself  to  the  wrapping 
paper  in  exactly  the  right  spot.  Other  parts 
of  the  machine  twine  the  paper  around  the 
pack  of  caids,  a  thumb  presses  over  the  mucilage 
spot  and  the  package  is  Ihrown  upon  a  carry 
bell  ready  for  delivery.  — T'^  Argosy,

Tlieindustiy  of  coffee  cnllnre  is  ulill  in  its  in- 
Tniicy  in  Mt.>;Jto,  tlioiitjli  Ihc  jinukict  is  of  a  su- 
perior (jualily,  and  gratling  ainotig  the  best  grown 
in  any  country  of  the  wiirld. 

Mexican  cufTee  is  worih  at  present  from  20  lo  22 
cents  per  |iotinil  in  the  Aniericmt  market,  while 
ihe  avei.ine  cont  tit  prndiictiim  is  7  centa.  A  plan- 
tation will  pay  from  100  to  300  per  cent  on  ilie  ca- 
pital invested,  each  tree  V'eldinjj  nnnnally  frum  3 
lo  10  piiund.s. 

'Ihe  valtie  nf  ciiffee  [danlatiniis  in  fnll  bearing  is 
cnlctilated  at  llie  rale  of  .$1  per  fjrown  tree,  a  sin- 
gle iicre  producing  frmn  600  t"  Soo  trees. 

The  soil  and  ctiinate  siiitablii  for  cofTee  growing 
are  also  adaplcil  tii  the  cultivniion  of  tobacco,  corn, 
beans,  liannnns,  and  most  tropical  and  subtropical 
fruiis.  Rut  among  al!  marketable  fuiits,  the  [;row- 
ing  ol  which  is  here  accessory  to  toflTee  culture, 
Ihe  ijineapple  is  the  least  ex|)eiisive  ami  most  pro- 
fitidile,  especially  where  the  planter  has  close  and 
cliciip  transportation  to  the  Gnlf  ports. 

In  1895,  Professor  ]\Ioses,  of  the  Univei- 
siiy  oi  California,  visited  Mexico  for  ijie 
purpose  of  studying  its  physical  and  eco- 
nomical aspects.  In  one  of  his  letters,  he 
says  : 

At  oresent,  Ihe  cultivaiioti  of  coffee  is  Attracting 
special  attention,  and  on  the  eastern  slope  nmcli 
progress  has  aUendy  been  made. 

Aniotig  the  reasons  is  ttie  extraordinary  profit 
which  tlie  prodnction  of  coffee  ofll-rs. 

The  cost  of  its  produclion  in  Mexico  in  general 
is  between  8  atul  10  cents  per  pomid  (Mexican) 
and  it  sells  at  fioin  25  to  33  cents* 

The  facts  indicate  that  the  present  extraordinary 
deniiinds  for  coffee  lands  in  Mexico  have  n  reason- 
able f'lundation. 

Mexico  bas  important  advantage.!'.  "  *  "  She 
has  a  leirilory  adnpled  in  .soil  and  climate  to  this 
form  of  cnliivation,  and,  in  (lie  Indinns,  an  excel- 
lent body  of  laborers,  perhaps  hctler  filled  for  this 
kind  of  work  than  the  ordinary  labfirers  of  any 
olher  cotmtry.

Generally  speaking,  ibe  Mexican  planter  bas 
fewer  troubles  to  contend  wllh  in  growing  coffee 
than  ihe  planter  of  any  other  country  and  is  sure 
of  a  reuular  crop. 

Twcniy-five  years  may  be  taken  ns  the  average 
of  coffee  trees  to  remain  in  remunentive  bearing. 

Estimates  as  to  the  profits  vary,  but  the  lowest 
of  them  siiow  an  enormons  profit,  sninething  like 
100  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  capital  employed. 

LABOR  CONDITIONS. 

Dr.  William  S.  Cockrell,  son  of  United 
States  Senator  Cockrell,    of  Missouri,  says  : 

I  have  been  a  resident  of  Mexico  for  five  years, 
have  been  engaged  in  raising  sug.ir  cane,  coffee, 
and  other  tropica!  fruits  on  a  hacienda  near  San 
Juan  Evangelista,  in  the  slate  of  Veracru?,,  .tnil 
have  bad  exclusive  control  of  Mexic.in  labor.  T

CAUTION  TO  tMTEn  STATKS  INVK.SIOKS. 

As  there  has  been  a  coflee  hourn  cieated 
111  tlie  United  States  hv  the  TCMl-csbite 
nKcnls,  the  loiiii^is  to  Mexico,  the  a-cnts 
of  railroad  and  steamship  lines,  as  \vt.dl  as 
many  of  the  residents  here  engaged  in  other 
tuisiness,  it  may  be  well  for  me  to  sti^^-ost 
to  the  people  of  the  United  .States  mi"t  to 
believe  all  the  e\';iggerated  repoits  sent  out 
Irtmi  this  country.  I  take  this  special 
means  o(  doinp;  so.  Many  of  the  reports 
are  highly  cohned  for  a  purpose.  In  die 
tinsellled  coniiiiioii  ofthe  agrictilttiral  and 
laborinff  popul.uioii  of  the  Unilr-d  Stales 
those  boomers  see  liieir  oppi.rutnity,  be- 
lieving there  m;\y  be  a  disposition  to  believe 
that  "there  is  a  pot  of  gold  at  die  end  of 
the  rainhow,"aiiil  that  all  tli.it  isneces.sarv  is 
for  them  to  come  here  and  regain  their  f.iil"- 
ing  k)rtunes  without  much  labor.  T hid  is 
a  serious  error.  As  in  all  other  countries 
a  man  gains  nothing  here  with,.„t  early  and 
late  labor.  As  a  title,  I  would  not  recom- 
mend  anybody  to  undetlake  coiTee  raising 
in  Mexico  without  sufficient  capital  to  pay 
for  350  acres  of  land,  ca.sh  in  hand,  and 
have  at  least  S5.000  in  Mexican  currency 
to  meet  the  fiist  year's  expenses.  In  cor- 
roboration ol  [lie  above  statL-ment.  T  qur^te 
from  a  report  on  cofTee  raising  made  to 
the  IJritish  government  by  Francis  Strong^ 
secretary  of  the  English  legation  at  this 
city : 

The  intending  planter  will  find  a  capital  of 
/I, soo  amply  suflkieni  f->r  re(piiremenls  H  is 
farhetier  to  be);in  planting  on  a  comp.iiativcly 
small  scale  and  to  gam  th.^rongh  cxpeueuce  ol  the 
country  and  the  business  iWore  einbarldin,- on  an 
unnecessarily  large  nndei  taking.  .Somr  250  acres 
IS  as  much  as  a  beginner  should  allemiu  todeal 
with,  and  even  of  this  only  300  acies  should  be 
planteti  with  colfee,  the  r.niaining  50  .acr-s  being 
loft  uiidor  limbci  or  apphcil  to  other  puriioses 

Good  lan.is  for  planting  can  be  obtained  at  from 
iSs,  to  £\  per  acre,  and  sometim-s  cheaper  If 
then,  we  take  i!,e  mean  between  these  two  pricey 
250  .acres  woidd  cost  A 00,  and  the  pl.'inler  wiih 
/,i,500  capital  would  siiU  have  ^1,200  in  hand 
with  which  lo  meet  iniiia!  expenses  and  to  main, 
tain  himself  mitil  his  plnntation  came  into  full 
beaiiiig.  Afiiist  si^ht  this  sum  will  seem  mme- 
ccssaiily  large,  but  in  a  country  where  cr<'dii  i;, 
noi  easily  obtained,  and  wheire  the  interest  on  bor 
rowed  money  is  very  high,  it  is  well  to  hold  a  res- 
eive  of  capital  as  an  insurance  against  unlores-en 
accidents.  The  failure  of  a  large  number  offm"- 
eigners  in  this  country  may  be  attributed  lo  nei-- 
lect  of  this  precaution. 

Two  or  more  individuals  may  club  t(i- 
getherand  aggregate  the  above-niL-ntiMm-d 
capital,  or  more,  and  accomplish  the  same 
end,  but  by  no  means  let  any  small  capital- 
ist undertake  to  cidtiv.Ue  over  100  acres  in 
colTee  and  oilier  necessary  crops;  iliis  100 
acres  may  be  made  self-.s  up  porting  the  first 
year  by  cultivating  25  or  50  acres  of  ii  in 
colTee  and  other  things  in  connection  with 
chicken  and  hog  raising,  having  a  veget- 
able garden,  and,  by  all  means,  a  medium- 
sized  nursery  oftweniy-tive  thousand  colVee 
seedlings  to  be  ready  for  the  balance  of  the 
hundred  acres. 

CONDITIONS  ESSENTIAL  TO  Sl.'CCi;SS. 

Naltn-e  has  not  overlooked  tlie  primary 
necessities  for  the  beginner  in  Mexico.  'I'he 
yuca,  or  Mexican  siarch  plant,  is  an  (ex- 
cellent auxiliary  for  immediate  use  :  half  an 
acre  of  it  will  feed  a  good-sized  family  and 
fifty  peons  besides.  I'he  prospective  i'tives- 
tor  must  banish  eiuirely  the  idea  of  engag- 
ing the  services  of  a  stranger  to  this  coumry 
who  has  read  somebody's  book  (jn  collee, 
gone  through  planiations  on  railroad  carsj 
or  of  a  late  arrival  from  Ceylon,  West  In- 
dies, or  Liberia.  These  men  may  know 
very  well  about  the  country  from  which 
they  come,  but  comparatively  little  of  Mex- 
ico.    Many  failures  in  coffee   growing   in 
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Mexico  originate  from  the  fact  that  ihe 
miiiuiH*-'''  '■I'''  "^1-  l^nfi^v  the  physical  condi- 
tions oi'  the  plac(f,  or  the  language,  or  how 
to  niiinaiie  the  labor,  and  was  a  novice  in 
thi!  lnlsine^s  here.  Furtliermore,  in  this 
coinurv  all  coW'f.tt  disjiricis  are  not  alike.  In 
some  pl.iccs  it  is  imptMutive  that  the  plant 
shi>itKt  have  shade;  the  surroundings  may 
be  such  th.it  the  location  can  not  be  cooled 
by  any  brei-ze,  thereby  subjecting  the  plant 
to  the  strong  rays  of  tlie  sun,  especially 
where  clouds  are  not  constant  during  the 
dry  sciiSi.n,  or  even  t!ie  greater  p,irt  of  the 
year,  ii^pecial  conditions  exist  in  the  isth- 
mus of  Teliuantepec,  iuasmucli  as  the  tree 
can  lliiivc  well  there  in  places  even  lower 
than  it  is  found  in  other  sections  of  the 
coffee  bell ,  evenness  of  temperature  is  also 
a  very  inip'"'iti^"t  factur  for  the  successful 
growth  of  the  plant  and  the  proper  maturity 
of  the  seed.  Wliere  the  thermomcler  marks 
a  temperature  below  55°  F.  at  any  time  of 
the  year,  the  cuhivatinn  of  coffee  siionld 
not  be  attempted,  cs|)ccially  with  the  Java 
and  myrtle  kinds;  the  mocha  can  stand 
more  cool  weather,  but  not  lower  than  50''. 
Tlie  book  styled  I\lexican  Colfee  Cultuie. 
prepared  with  great  care  by  J.  Yoiba,  of 
this  city,  an  American,  alfords  much  valu- 
able infTHKition  for  the  proper  seleciion  of 
the  lantis  and  the  cultivation  of  coffee. 

The  laboi  question,  as  said  by  Mr.  Yorba, 
is  one  ol  no  little  importance.  The  Ind- 
ians, in  the  hot  sections  of  the  coffee  belt, 
he  siiys',  can  not  be  depended  on  altogether 
on  account  of  their  independent  financial 
condition  ;  even  75  cents  [Mexican]  a  day 
is  no  inducement,  but  in  the  higher  eleva- 
tions and  in  the  central  plateau,  plenty  of 
labor  can  be  had  at  from  35  to  50  cents  a 
day.  Treatment  of  workmen  has  also  a 
great  deal  to  do  In  obtaining  their  services. 
The  Mexican  peon  must  be  studied  and 
undeistood  by  his  employer  asmucli,  if  nor 
more,  than  his  horse.  He  is  naturally  a 
docile  cieatiire,  but  must  not  be  treated 
harshly.  He  likes  his  small  glass  of  aguar- 
diente after  or  before  work,  and,  at  the 
same  time,  he  has  the  utmost  contempt  for 
his  master  should  the  latter  become  intox- 
icated in  his  company.  He  does  not  ex- 
pect any  familiarity  upon  the  part  of  his 
employer,  and  hia  pay  must  be  forthcoming 
exactly  when  agreed,  both'  in  time  and 
amount,  fie  may  deceive  you  time  and 
again,  about  anything,  with  the  utmost 
complacency,  but  should  his  employer  dis- 
appoint him  once,  intentionally  or  not,  in 
paying  him  the  expected  or  agreed  sum,  he 
will  leave  as  soon  as  paid,  without  warning, 
and  not  return.  As  house  servants,  I  have 
had  no  belter  in  the  United  Slates,  espe- 
cially the  girls;  they  seldom  leave  the  pre- 
mises, and  never  without  permission.  I 
have  found  them  polite,  industrious,  active, 
and  honest. 

RECEIPTS  FOR  MAKING  COFFEE. 

I  send  three  receipts  to  show  how  colifee 
is  made  in  Mexico  for  table  use  : 

[i]  For  making  black  coffee,  roast  i 
pound  of  cttlfee  until  the  inside  of  the  grain 
is  brown,  then  put  a  small  teaspoonful  of 
butter,  same  of  sugar,  and  mix  well  to- 
gether; then  spinkle  a  little  brandy  over  it 
and  cover  wiih  a  thick  cloth  ;  leave  it  lor 
about  an  hour,  then  grind.  Roil  one  quart 
of  water;  when  boiling,  put  in  coffee  and 
remove  from  the  fire  immediately.  Let  it 
stand  a  few  hours  and  strain  through  a  flan- 
nel bag,  and  keep  it  in  a  stone  jar  until 
required  for  use,  then  heat  whatever  quan- 
tity is  required.      [Mrs.  Ignacio  Sepulvida.] 

[2]  Toast  your  coffee  thoroughly,  but 
be  careful  not  to  let  it  burn,  then  giind  It, 
not  too  fine  ;  prepare  a  large,  deep  pan,  or 
dish,  which  will  stand  heat,  heat  this  pretty 
warm,  put  what  of  the  coflee  grounds  will 
be  sufficient  for  the  meal  in  this  pan.  pour 
hot  boiling  water  over  the  grounds,  and 
while  they  are  hot  cover  up  the  pan  ;  let  it 
remain  so  for  about  five  minutes,  then  strain 
off  the  liquid  through  a  coarse  cloth,  and 
drink. ^  This  is  a  good  plan  when  you  find 
yourself  without  a  coffee  poi. 

[3]  A  simple  process  of  making  coffee  Is 
to  take  a  French  coffee  pot  and  place  your 
ground  cotTee  in  its  strainer  ;  then  pour 
tioiling  water  over  the  coffee  sufiicient  to 
fill  the  pot.  To  be  sure  as  to  the  fidvor,  the 
strained  fluid  must  be  poured  twice  over 
the  coifee.  Make  coffee  only  when  ready 
to  he  served.  Never  burn  the  coffee  in 
browning,  but  it  must  be  medium  browned, 
and  covered  during  the  operation,  hence 
moderate  heat  must  be  applied.

A  peculiar  incidenl  of  Ihe  liigh  setis  hn^  just 
come  ti)  liplit  in  the  sHurcnie  court  of  Sumoa, 
utiiuh  will  (irovii  nl  interest  10  all  persons  en- 
iingeif  in  sliiiiiiiiii;.  A  vessel  cnlle^l  ihe  A./ridtii-o, 
liyiiig  Oie  Ciijlian  llag,  iml  into  Apia  liarlmr  on 
die  9t)i  inslart,  ami  the  passrniieys  and  ccew  im- 
niedi.iiely  procceiled  lo  tlie  cliamliers  of  Chief  Jus- 
lice  We.  Aiiioii[;st  them  ilieie  were  not  "two 
nf  d)e  same  nalionaliiy,  nnil  llirir  kimwleilue  of 
Kn^lish  was  witli  some  imthint;,  nni!  in  nlhers 
very  imperlecl,  It  appears  ihal  iwo  niercliants, 
having  a  large  qiianlity  (if  wine  in  stnclt,  si)iiglit 
a  Tiinrkct  in  ilie  SoiUli  Seas,  ami  lo  convey  llieir 
goads  tliitlier  cliaitcrcd  tlie  AJ'ialico.  The  own- 
eri' of  ilie  jjf'f'ls  jiiined  ihe  vesfiel  as  pisseiit;ers, 
All  went  well  imlil  they  jiot  into  the  South  Pacific 
ocean,  when  the  cook,  heiiii;  dissatisfied  with 
the  conduct  of  Ihe  capt;iin,  infonncd  the  crew 
mid  passengers  that  lie  was  the  owner  of  the 
vessel.  The  cajMain  retaliaied,  and  ordered  the 
cnok  below,  but  ilie  cook  ordered  the  captain  to 
iibyy  him  as  owner.  This  incident  took  all  by 
siirpiise,  cbarleiers  as  well  as  crew.  The  mer- 
chant pas^'Cngers  began  lo  consider  their  posiiioii 
tiwards  the  captain  and  the  cook.  By  some  nr- 
langcinent  between  Ihe  charterers  and  the  caiilain, 
llie  latter  pnt  into  Apia,  although  the  vessel  was 
bound  to  Tahiti.  The  caok-o\vner  knew  niith- 
ing  of  this  arrangement,  and  when  he  landed 
at  Apia  tn  his  surprise  he  thought  he  was  at 
Tahiti.  Tlie  cook,  an  Italian,  demandeil  the 
fliarter  money  to  procure  )irovisions  for  the  ship, 
in  order  to  proceed  to  Tahiii  ;  and  he  told  the 
captain  to  "take  a  back  seat,"  and  said  he  would 
attend  to  the  Imsiness  o(  the  vessel.  The  pas- 
senger Irnders  would  not  pay  up,  and,  together 
with  the  ca|itain,  refused  to  recognise  ihe  owner- 
ship of  the  codic,  A  complaint  was  lodged  in 
I  he  supreme  court  to  compel  the  charterers  to  pay 
fieiglit,  and  10  restrain  the  captain  from  enlering 
into  any  transactions  concerning  the  vessel.  At 
llie  (rial  it  was  shown  lhal  the  cook  originally 
had  a  part  share  in  die  vessel,  and  that  immedi- 
.-itely  prior  to  the  depaiture  of  the  vessel  from 
Chili  the  other  joint  owtiers  conveyed  all  iheir 
irterest  in  him  as  part  owner.  The  chief  jnstice, 
afier  an  arduous  trial,  decided  Iliat  the  cook  was 
liivner,  and  that  the  captain  must  act  under  his 
instructions,  also  that  the  charterers  must  pay 
Ihe  freight  to  the  cook.  A  complete  settlement 
nf  the  affair  between  parties  is  left  until  next 
Tuesday.  The  captain,  a  toreigner,  cannot  yet 
nnderstand' his  position  in  relation  to  the  cook.

Ji URIF.D  rREA^URE. 
Tlie  sixlecntli  ol"  July  of  tlie  year  one 
ihou^aiivi  eight  huiuli'cil  and  twenty-six  wns 
a  iliy  of  great  excilenu'iil  in  T.im.i  and  Cal- 
lao. '  Animated  groups  of  people  were  to 
be  scoti  everywhere.  Tlie  excitement  was 
not  the  result  ol  a  cataclysm  or  a  startling 
pulili<-,d  occurrence.  It  was  caused  by  the 
news  liiat  the  lirilish  brig  Peruvian,  widi 
two  nnllioiiB  of  dollars  in  goKt,  bur  silver, 
and  specie  on  board,  had  disappeared  from 
the  haibor, 

The  P('>uvuin  was  to  have  sailed  that  day 
for  Ivmdon,  ami  on  the  previous  evenini?; 
the  captain  had  gone  to  T.ima  to  receive  bis 
final  instructions  irom  his  charterers,  and 
several  of  the  crew  bad  been  granted  liberty 
to  pass  the  night  on  shore.  The  mate  and 
six  men  only  remained  on  board.  At  two 
o'clock  in  the  morning  a  boat  drew  u)> 
alongside,  and  thirteen  men  in  lier  boarded 
the  Pcrnv'uin  an<l  took  possession  of  her. 
Thev  weighed  anchor  at  once,  and  selling 
sail  stood  out  to  sea.  At  three  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  a  boat  containing  the  mate 
and  the  six  men,  who  had  been  set  at  lib- 
erty  by  their  captors,  arrived  at  Callao. 

The' history  ol  the  daring  leader  oftliis 
enteiprise,  and  the  end  of  the  treasure  of 
the  Pi-ruvian,  form  the  subject  of  this  narra- 
tive, which  is  related  at  greater  length  in 
Voyages  dam  les  Amerit/iies  by  Captain 
Laufon. 

I. 
In  the  year  1817  a  young  Scotchman  of 
prepossessing  manners  and  of  gallant  bear- 
ing applied  to  ihe  authorities  in  Valparaiso 
for  a  post  in  the  Chihan  navy.  He  produc- 
ed documents  showing  that  he  had  served 
in  llie  British  navy.  His  application  was 
granted,  and  Robertson— for  this  wai 
name — was  appointed  first  lieutenant  of 
the  brig  Galvanno,  Captain  Guise,  and  1)' 
soon  became  distinguished  (or  his  skill  and 
daring. 

Robertson  was  ol  medium  hcigltt,  Iiad 
red  hair  and  penetrating  eyes.  His  fiery 
and  passionate  temper  made  him,  at  times, 
ferocious,  as  happened  in  1822,  when,  being 
in  command  of  a  brig,  lie  captured  seventy 
men  of  the  Benavides  royalist  faction,  and 
without  more  ado  he  strung  up  all  of  diem. 
Ill  the  action  at  Quilca  between  the  Quin- 
ta,iilla  and  the  Cofigreso,  Robertson,  who 
had  left  the  Chilian  navy  and  had  joined 
the  Peruvian  and  had  attained  the  rank  of 
captain  of  frigate,  was  second  in  command 
of  the  brig  commanded  by  the  valiant 
Young. 

During  the  famous  siege  of  Callao,  the 
fortresses  of  which  place  were  defended  by 
the  Spanish  general  Rodil,  who  held  ihem 
for  thirteen  months  and  a  half  after  the  hat- 
tie  of  Ayacuclu),  Robertson  distinguished 
himself  repeatedly.  Everything  seemed  to 
augur  for  him  a  brilliant  future,  and  he 
would  probably  have  attained  tlie  rank  of 
admiral  if  the  tempter,  in  the  shape  of  a 
beautiful  limeria,  had  not  caused  him  to 
fall. 

Teresa  Mender,  in  1826,  was  a  beautiful 
young  woman  of  twenty-one  years  of  age. 
She  had  large  black  lustrous  orbs  of  fire. 
luscious  lips,  a  slight  waist,  queenly  car- 
riage, and  she  possessed,  in  fine,  all  tlie 
graces  and  the  perfection  for  which  tlie 
beautiful  HmeFias  are  famous. 

The  widow  of  a.  rich  Spaniard,  she  was 
inordinately  (ond  of  finery,  and  her  house 
was  the  lendezvous  of  the  gilded  youths  of 
the  day.  She  made  and  unmade  the  fash- 
ion. Her  pleasure  consisted  in  tyrannising 
the  captives  who  sighed  in  the  prison  of  her 
ncliantmenls.  Not  one  of  them  could 
boast  of  ever  having  received  a  sign  indica- 
tive of  preference.  She  was  a  mixture  of 
angel  and  demon.  She  was  one  of  the  class 
of  women  wlio  are  born  to  exercise  des- 
potic authority  over  those  by  whom  they 
are  surrounded.  She  was,  in  a  word,  one 
of  those  heardess  beings  who  are  sent  into 
the  world  to  cause  the  perdition  of  man- 
kind. 

Robertson  made  the  acquaintance  of 
Teresa  Mendez  during  a' procession  of  Cor- 
pus, and  from  that  day  he  became  her 
slave.  She  employed  with  him  the  same 
tactics  as  with  all  her  other  admirers. 

At  lengih,  Robertson  made  np  his  mind 
to  storm  the  citadel,  and  he  received  from 
the  cherry  ripe  lips  of  Teresa  the  following 
ultimatum  :~"Vou  are  losing  your  time, 
captain.  I  shall  never  belong  to  any  man 
who  is  not  great  either  by  fortune  or  posi- 
tion, although  his  greatness  be  the  result  of 
crime.  I,  as  the  widow  of  a  colonel,  cannot 
accept  a  captain." 

I  Robertson  withdrew  in  a  rage,  and  he 
confided  the  result  of  his  love-making  to 


some  of  his  friends,  .A.  fow  nii-his  alier- 
wards,  in  company  with  some  brulher  ofifi- 
cers,  he  was  taking  tea  in  llic  h'UiMOofthe 
captain  of  ihe  port  in  Callao.  ami  the  con- 
vcisalion  turned  on  the  haughiy  Teresa 
and  Robertson's  discomfiture,  wh';n  one  of 
those  present  jt;stingly  remaike,!  :-"Now 
that  llu!  war  i^  ended  there  is  little  chance 
that  Captain  Robertson  will  lly  an  admiral's 
pennant.  With  respect  to  m.diing  a  for- 
tune, however,  he  has  an  oiiiiuiiunity  in 
two  millions  ofdolUrs  on  board  nfa  brig." 
Robertson  appeared  to  give  liitio  liced  to 
ihe  jest,  hut  shortly  turning  to  ilvMifiicer 
who  had  maile  it  he  lemaiked:  "Lieuten- 
ant Vieyra,  what  is  the  name  (U'  the  brig 
which  lias  those  two  mi'lions  l.>i  ballast?" 
•■The  IJrilish  l)rig,  Pdruvia/i,"  \c\iVu'A  the 
lieutenant.  "It  is  a  small  sum,"  --.liJ  K^'b- 
ertson,  "for  Teresa  is  worlli  more  than 
that;"  and  llieu  the  convcisahou  took 
anotlier  turn. 

Three  hours  later  Robertson  had  taken 
possession  of  the  brig  and  treasure. 
II. 
On  Icavint^  the  house  of  tiie  c:iptain  of 
the  port,  Kol)erl6on  prnceed(-d  lo  a  sailors' 
boarding-house,  and  he  picked  nut  twelve 
resolute  men,  whom  he  had  knuwn  in  the 
Galvariiio  and  the  Conp-eso. 

After  he  was  in  possesi^ion  ti(  the  brig, 
Robertson  came  to  tlie  decision  that  it  was- 
not  advisable  lo  have  so  many  accomplices 
on  board,  and  he  resolved  not  to  slop  aC 
any  crime  in  order  to  get  rid  of  some  of 
them.  He  took  two  Irishmen,  George  and 
Wdliam,  into  his  confidence,  and  he  shaped 
his  course  for  the  islands  in  the  Sonlli  Pa- 
cific. At  llie  first  island  tbey  c.illed  al  he 
went  on  shore  with  the  men  be  had  resolved 
to  get  rid  ol,  and  having  made  them  help- 
lessly drunk,  he  put  them  in  the  boat,  and 
rowed  olT  to  the  vessel  with  tiiem  late  at 
night,  and  left  them  in  the  boat.  The  biig 
was  got  under  weigh,  towing  the  boat  after 
her,  and  when  the  vessel  was  thiriy  miles 
out  at  sea,  he  cut  the  boat  adrift  with  six 
men  in  her. 

Besides  the  two  Irishmen,  he  had  spared, 
for  the  time  being,  four  o(  the  crew  because 
lliey  were  necessary  to  work  the  vessel.  He 
ihen  disembarked  in  the  desert  island  Agri- 
gan.  and  with  30,000  dollars  only  in  gold 
lie  started  for  the  Sandwich  islands.  One 
niglii  during  the  voyage  he  atiminisiered  a 
narcotic  to  the  four  men,  and  when  it  had 
taken  effect  he  put  them  in  the  hold  and 
scutiled  the  brig.  He  then  loo-k  to  a  boat 
with  the  two  Irishmen,  and  on  die  follow- 
ing day  they  arrived  at  Wahoa  isl-ind,  where 
they  reported  that  the  brig  h;id  foundered. 
Providence,  however,  had  ordered  it  other- 
wise. Eventually  a  whaler  fell  in  with  the 
P^:nman  and  took  off  the  only  survivor,  the 
other  three  men  having  died  of  hunger  and 
of  thirst. 

From  Wahoa  thethrce  pirates  proceeded 
to  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  there  Robertson  and 
William  put  George  out  of  the  way.  They 
finally  got  to  Sydney,  and  horn  Sydney 
ihey  went  to  Ilobart  Town,  where  tbey 
made  a  proposal  to  one  Thompson,  the 
owner  of  a  fishing  schooner,  to  convey  them 
lo  Marianas  islands,  and  the  olTer  was  ac- 
cepted. The  crew  ol  llie  scboonei-  consisted 
of  two  boys. 

The  voyage  was  long  and  full  of  dangers. 
The  Ileal  was  excessive,  ami  the  five  people 
slept  on  the  deck.  One  night,  after  making 
all  hands  drunk,  Robertson,  whose  watch 
it  was,  pushed  William  overboard.  The 
cries  of  William  woke  Thompson,  and  Rob- 
ertson feigned  to  be  making  great  ellorts 
to  save  him.  Tlie  man,  however,  soon^ 
sank. 

Robertson  was  now  free  of  his  accom- 
plices, but  Thompson's  services  were  still  in- 
dispensable to  him.  He  soon  invented  a 
story  for  the  purpose  of  partly  revealing  His 
secret  to  Thompson,  and  he  offered  him  a 
share  of  the  treasure. 

They  called  at  Tinian  island  for  pro- 
visions, and  the  captain  of  a  Spanish  frigate 
visited  the  schooner.  Robertson  learned  of 
the  visit  when  he  returned  on  board,  and 
he  at  once  suspected  that  Thompson  had 
been  too  free  with  his  tongue,  and  he  res- 
olved lo  deprive  him  0!  the  chance  of  doing 
so  again.  They  stood  out  to  sea  again, 
and  the  schooner  had  barely  made  an  offing 
when  Robertson,  forsaking  fur  once  his 
habitual  prudence,  seized  Thompson  and 
threw  him  overboard.  The  old  man,  how- 
ever, was  an  excellent  swimmer  and  he 
swam  back  to  the  Spanish  frigate.  On 
hearing  Thompson's  story  the  commander 
of  the  frigate  started  in  pursuit,  and  four 
days  later|ihe  schooner  was  espied  in  a  bay 
of    Saipan   isUnd.     Robertson   was   made 
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Jirisoiier,  hut  he  fenced   every  qiiesliim  piu 
10  him. 

Two  years  hati  clap'ied  since  tiie  {]isip- 
pearaiice  of  the  reruiian  from  Callan  har- 
bor, and  l!ie  acconnt  had  been  sent  all 
over  the  world,  and  Ruberlson  was  desig- 
nated as  llie  leader  in  die  affair.  'I'lie  man 
ivlio  was  tal;en  ofT  lire  Penman  had  also 
fm-nislied  many  |>ailiculars,  and  lire  owners 
of  die  vessel  and  the  Admiralty  had  ofi'ered 
a  reward  for  tlie  capture  of  Robertson. 

Tile  commander  of  lire  frigate,  finding 
that  he  conlri  elicit  nr.tliins  from  Robertson 
by  fair  means,  ordered  him  to  be  ilogsed, 
and  when  he  saw  that  |'re]iaralions  were 
being  made  to  carry  onl  the  order,  he  be- 
came more  tradable,  anil  offered  to  show 
his  calilors  the  sjiot  wljcrc  he  had  buried 
the  treasiiie.  A  boat  was  prepared  for  the 
purpose,  lint  as  lie  placed  his  foot  on  her 
gnnnale,  he  appears  to  have  repented,  for 
be  .slid  (|uickly  off  and  went  down  carrving 
his  secret  with  him.

fence,  he  sought  out  Mr.  Clark  and  shot  him 
ilirough  the  heart.  The  murdered  man  was  well 
known  in  Buenos  Aires,  his  nvnher  bsing  a  reg- 
ular altendant  of  the  American  church.  He  was 
a  favorite  among  his  associates  and  a  young  man 
of  hijih  character."  In  snch  a  case  as  ihe  ah  ive, 
not  only  the  actud  murderer  should  be  hronglit  to 
justice,  but  also  ihe  judges  and  authorities  who, 
by  their  f.iilnre  tn  give  him  adequate  punishment 
for  his  fust  crime,  became  acconi|ihces  in  his  se- 
ci'iid.  'I'lie  blood  of  young  Clark  lies  on  iheir 
heads  as  well  as  liis.  A  system  which  so  lament- 
ably fails  lo  protect  society  is  neitlier  law  nor  civiU 
isation,  and  this  ihe  Arceniines  will  have  to  learn 
some  d&y.—Montniidco  Timrs.

iTtnaybe  "pessimism",  or  itmaybe"]ios- 
lilily  to  ihe  country",  but  wecan  not  escape 
the  conclusion  that  this  market  is  on  ttie 
verge  of  a  great  financial  crash.  It  is  idle 
to  close  our  eyes  and  then  argue  that  the 
crisis  is  cither  ]mrely  imaginary  or  greatly 
exaggerated.  Neither  one  of  these  liypo- 
tlieses  is  true.  The  crisis  is  here,  and  has 
been  here  for  some  tiine;  and  the  final  col- 
lapse is  not  far  distant.  Ignoring  it  will 
not  avert  it,  nor  mitigate  it.  Nor  is  it 
right  and  politic  to  be  silent  as  to  the 
causes,for  theyare  potentenough  to  defeat  all 
the  remedial  nieasiires  which  business  ex- 
perience and  common  sense  may  suggest 
Misgovernment  is  actually  at  the  bottom 
of  all  this  trouble,  and  it  'is  still  blocking 
the  way  to  an  lionorable  liquidation.  The 
plain  facts  are  that  the  government  has 
been  e.tpending  three  while  receiving  only 
two,  and  this  dangerous  and  dishonest 
practice  has  been  going  on  lor  the  last  sii 
years.  Unnecessary  and  unreproductive 
penditures  are  going  on  all  over  the 
country,  and  the  ordinary  routine  business 
of  the  government  is  done  negligently  and 
at  the  Tna.^;ira^lm  of  expense.  There  is 
not  a  single  public  service  which  is  man- 
aged efiicientl)!  and  economically,  while 
every  revenue  department  is  simply  honey- 
combed with  frauds  and  impositions.  And 
there  is  not  a  well-inlorraed  man  in  Brazil 
who  does  not  know  that  this  statement  is  lit- 
erally true.  Why,  then,  i-  it  not  possible 
to  face  the  issue  courageously,  admit  the 


BeroRE  wasting  any  more  time  on  emplv 
fliscussiim,   woulil  it  not  be  well  for  con- 
gress and  the  press  to  better  inform  them- 
selves in  regard  to  the  real  character  of  the 
crisis  tlirough    which  we  are  now  p.assing. 
The  one  indicator,  or  measure,  of  the  situa- 
tion is  the  rate  of  exchange,  ami  the  result  of 
this  is  that  eichange  is  very  generally  con- 
sidered to  be  the  cause  of  the  trouble.    A 
greater  mistake  could  not  be  made.     Ex- 
change  iuas    in  reality  but  very  little  to  do 
with  it.     In  all  countries  having  a   foreign 
commerce  there  is  a   fluctuating   rate  of 
CKchange,  depending  upon  the  supply   and 
demand  in  that  important  and  useful'  com- 
modity called  bills  of  exchange.     And   the 
rate  rises  and  falls  in  conlormity  with   their 
supply,  or  with  the  demand.    In  paper  cur- 
rency countries  wliere  the  price  of  gold  is 
quoted  separately,  the  rate  of  exciiani»e  is 
seen  to  fluctuate  between  narrow  extremes 
and  for  causes  quite  distinct  from  those  which 
influence  the  gold  premium.   Here  however 
the  premium  on   gold  is  not  taken    into 
account  at  all,  but  is  comprised  in  the  rate  of 
exchange.    And  the  rate  of  exchange,  there- 
fore, includes  the  price  which  foreign  gold 
commands  in  the  market,  expressed  in  cur- 
rency, as  well  as  the  narrow  margin    which 
business  men  are  willing  to  pay  for  bank 
or  commercial  bills  of  exchange.    The  con- 
fusion  resulting   is  most  prejudicial,   for  it 
tends  to  confuse  discussion  and   to  embar- 
rass  reform.     Too  much  care  can  not  be 
taken,    therefore,    to  make  this    one    fact 
clearly   understood— that   the  rate    of  ex- 
change  here  corresponds  principally  to  the 
gold   quotation    in    odier    countries.      In 
other  words,  it  simply  indicates  the  market 
depreciation  of  the  currency.     AVhen  ex- 
change is  at   9,  it  practically  means  that 
one  milieis  in  gold  is   worth  three  milreis 
in  paper.    We  are  dealing  with  currency 
depreciation,  then,  and  not  with  the  market 
rate    for  foreign   bills    of   exchange,  and 
the     remedy    is    that    of    improving  the 
currency    instead    of  providing    cover    in 
London  to  enable  a  state   bank  to    sell 
exchange    on    that    place  at  a  halfpenny 
above  other  banks  — 10  its  own  loss  and 
discredit.      The  efforts  made   by  such   a 
bank   to   maintain  the  rate    of   exchange 
involves,  therefore,  not  only   a   serious  loss, 
but  it  implies  a  degree  of  ignorance  which 
is  simply  incredible.     It  is  not  the  "rate  of 
e.xcliauge"  which  such  a  bank  is  trying  to 
maintain,  but  it  is  the  value  of  the  currency 
in   circulation.      And    as    such    value    is 
dependent,   not  upon  the  balance  of  pay- 
ments in  the  country's  foreign  trade,  but 
upon  its  redundancy  and  the  credit  of  the 
country,  it  will  easily  be  seen  that  the  bank 
has  undertaken  a  task  wholly  beyond  its 
powers.      If    there  is  any   economic    law 
whose  accuracy  is  well  established  by  ex- 
perience, it  is  that  relating  to  the  deprecia- 
tion of  a  redundant  paper  currency.     And 
there  can  be  no  escape  from  its  penalties, 
cither    through    legislative    makeshifts,    or 
political  combinations.     If  the  government 
will  reduce  its  expenses  so  that  its  income 
will  exceed  its  expendituie,  and  if  it  will 
then  begin  to  steadily    reduce   the  volume 
oi  its  outstanding  currency,   we  will  very 
soon  see  the  rate  of  exchange  begin  to  rise, 
or  what  is  the  same  thing,  the  premium  on 
gold    begin    to    decline.      It    is  a  question 
wholly  of  good  government,    of  economy, 
of  honesty  and  efficiency  ;  and   it   has  very 
little  to  do  with  the  buying  and  selling  of 
bills  of  exchange. 

As  for  tlie  crisis  tlirough  which  we  are 
passing,  it  must  now  be  met  intelligently 
and  courageously.  It  is  foolish  to  conceal 
facts,  and  suicidal  to  temporize.  If  the 
government  does  not  adopt  measures  of  its 
own  accord  to  mitigate  the  hardships  which 
must  result,  then  the  business  community 
must  take  its  own  precautions.  It  should 
at  once  petition  congress  not  to  adopt  the 
suicidal  expedient  of  issuing  more  currency, 
for  that  will  surely  serve  to  depreciate  its 
value  still  more.  And  it  should  also  protest 
vigorously  against  any  further  increase  in 
taxation  at  the  present  time,  as  this  will 
serve  to  increase  prices  and  augment  the 
distress  already  severely  felt  by  the  people. 
Instead  of  further  increasing  the  costs  of 
beef,  bread,  salt,  kerosene,  clothes  and 
other  necessaries    of  life,    the  authorities 
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sboiilil  seek  to  reinove  every  ta\-  ainl  res- 
itricliou  ili;it  can  lie  s|i;ueti  in  order  timt  (lie 
cosis  iifliviiifi;  limy  be  ;it  once  ilet-reiiseii. 
And  if  the  niillioriiies  are  not  wise  ami 
humane  eiiougli  in  net  in  tliin  (tiieciii)n  by 
themselves,  the  biisine>;s  men  ul  ihisciiy, 
who  repiesenl  its  wealth  and  eiUerprihe, 
shouhl  promptly  offer  iheni  a  liulc  whole- 
some instruction.  Ami  then,  in  cr.se  tlie 
tax  on  fiiluic  exchange  operations,  wliich 
otVer  protection  for  the  importer  as  well  as 
profit  !br  the  speeithiior,  is  insistoJ  upon, 
the  importers  almnUl  at  once  uniie  wnA 
place  their  triinsaction-f  on  a  roLI  basis. 
Let  them  sell  for  p;oKi  prices  and  ev.ict  pa\'- 
ment  in  gold  or  its  ecpnvalent  on  llie  day  of 
payment.  And  if  the  A,\u\[]  tax  is  tn  h^; 
made  obnoxious,  ihun  let  them  rciliicc  their 
biisinesji  to  a  cash  basis.  If  the  merchants 
choo.se  to  organize  and  insist  npnn  (air 
treatment,  they  can  easily  bring  the  guvern- 
ment  lo  terms,  for  it  is  to  them  iliat  llie 
treasurv  looks  for  the  principal  [i.\rt  of  its 
revenue.  We  should  be  sorry  to  see  tlie 
govern  men t  embarrassed,  but  it  shouhl 
never  be  forgotten  that  in  a  repuldic  the 
government  is  for  the  people,  ami  their  in- 
terests and  welfare  must  therefore  be  con- 
sidered first. 


Thk  crusade  of  personal  deninicinii(in 
and  abuse  against  the  editor  o(  this  p.iper 
inaugurated  by  the  Jornal  t/o  Coinmiu-io 
and  echoed  by  the  jacobin  press,  hasciune 
to  an  ignominious  end.

The 
comitiy  is  passing  through  a  veiy  strious 
crisis  and  there  is  far  more  need  ufeeonomy 
than  oi  artiticial  progress.  The  great 
mnjviiity  of  the  public  improvements  pro- 
j'-cle,!  can  easily  be  delcned  lor  a  time, 
and  that  too  witliout  endangering  the  well- 
b<.-iug  u(  (he  people.  Tliere  is  nn  need  ol 
extending  the  railways  into  sparsely-settled 
districts  just  now,  uur  of  buying  lailways 
anil  other  public  services,  nor  uI  embel- 
lishing our  cities,  nor  of'  carrying  out 
unreproductive  imiirovements,  noi  ot  maln- 
laiiiiug  expensive  nnlitary  and  police 
cstablishmeuis,  n\)r  uf  increasing  the  aimy 
of  public  -.ifticiaU  which  i,s  now  living  npun 
the  scanty  earnings  of  trade  and  industry. 
Kconomy  is  the  (hsi  remedy  for  the  ills 
which  alllict  us,  and  it  should  be  promptly 
and  rigidly  enforced. 


Legislative  Notes 


Although  we  are  not  in  a  position  to 
form  a  correct  opinion   in  regard    lo   the 
assertion  that  one  of  the  principal  objects  of 
the  S.   Paulo  slate  government  in  floating 
a   large  foreign   loan  is  that  cif  preparing 
for  separation,  we  do  know  that  the   con- 
fessed need  of  such  a  loan    shows  an  inex- 
cusably bad  state   of  affairs  and  that   its 
realization    will    have  a  very  demoralizing 
effect.     Tliere  has  long  been  a  "separatist'' 
party  in  Sao  Paulo,   and   in  all   probabihiy 
it  will   grow   stronger  in  numbers  as   the 
affairs  of  the  national  government  bCLOuio 
more  embarrassed    and  as  the  ability  of 
other  states  lo  maintain  themselves  con- 
tinues to  diminish.     S^Lo  Paulo  is  unques- 
tionably  the   wealthiest  and  most  progres- 
sive state  in  Brazil,  and  it  is  also  the  most 
exacting  and  selfish.    United  with  the  states 
on   the  south,  it  could  form  a  strong  and 
aggressive  government,  and  would  be  in  a  , 
position,  in    all   probability,    to  command  , 
respect.     But,    at  the   same  lime,    such 
separation  would  be  most  disastrous  -to  the 
whole  countrj',  and   would  fail   to  benefit 
the  seceding  states  to  the  degree  anticipated 
We  are  inclined  to  believe  that  the  fears 
exp''essed  by  the  cliief  of  tlie  monarchist 
party  in  that  state,  are  not  welt  founded. 
Sao  Paulo  is  not    prepared   for  separation, 
nor  would  the  projected  loan  serve  to  effect 
any  such  preparation.    The  purposes  of  the 
loan,  as  well  as  its  justification,    are  to  be 
found,  not  in  separation,  but  in  misgovern- 
ment.     It  is  not  so  very  long  ago  when  the 
treasury  of  that  state  boasted  of  a  surplus, 
but  extravagant  expenditures  and  ambitious 
projects  have  been  having  their   will  and 
the   natural   result  is  what    we   see — an 
empty  treasury,  increasing  obligations  and 
an  urgent  need  of  a  loan.    Notwithstanding 
the  large  revenue  which  the  state  receives, 
it  has  become  inadequate   for  its  current 
expenses.    And  in  seeking  to  satisfy  these 
obligations  and  in  carrying  out   untimely 
and  ambitious  projects,   SJlo  Paulo  w/ll  be 
following  closely  in   the  footsteps  of  the 
Argentine  provinces  and  will  soon   reach 
«x?clJy  the  same  result  —  bankruptcy.    In

Consequently  no  beef  came  lo  the  market 
Sunday  ami  lliere  was  none  for  sale  at  the  but- 
chers' shops  yesterday.  Late  cm  Sunday  there 
were  slaughlered  at  the  Santa  Cm/,  abattoir  200 
beeves,  which  will  constiiute  our  supply  of  meat 
for  to.dny  The  Minas  catlle-raisers  ore  holding 
back  their  cattle  in  anticipation  of  the  proposed  tax 
of  15$  on  imported  callle. 

^0Qiht2y<!ii\i^  Jornal  do  Commercio  paid  its 
little  debt  of  graliiude  to  Mr.  M.  J.  Gu^rin  by  saying 
a  word  in  favor  of  ihe  kerosene  refining  business 
in  which  he  is  interested.  Heretofore  llie 
y^rHj/ has  been  opposed  to  the  concession  and 
Ihe  imposition  of  high  taxes  on  the  article  to  protect 
an  exotic  industry.  Mr.  Gu^rin  came  spontan- 
eously lo  the  front,  however,  during  the  rec«rt 
campaign  against  Tke  Kio  Nctvs,  and  found  a  few 
cxpoiters,  who  were  quite  leady  to  condemn  «s  for 
saying  openly  what  they  all  say  privately— and  for 
this  Mr.  Gu^rin  must  be  paid. 

_A  correspondent  of  the  Taris  jonrnal  Z-fl 
France,  writing  from  Italy,  writes  of  the  Brazilians 
in  a  manner  which  we  really  can  not  commend. 
He  says  they  are  conceited  and  "almost  consider 
themselves  to  be  the  greatest  people  in  ihe  world." 
As  an  illuslrntion  of  this,  he  says  their  navy  con- 
sists of  iwo  damaged  ships  which  can  hardly  keep 
afliial,  one  of  which  is  called  the  Terror  0/ the 
ii'otld,  and  the  other  the  Serpetit  0/ the  Sea.  How- 
ever, instead  of  abusing  the  poor  fellow  for  his 
ii-norance  we  would  advise  the  appointment  of  a 
special  commission  to  labor  wilh  him. 

—At  No.  31  Rua  do  Rozario  on  Saturday  at 
ii:I0  a.m.  the  reports  of  two  explosions  were 
Ijgard  and  the  house  was  discovered  to  be  on  fire. 
Fed  by  a  considerable  quantity  of  inflammable 
substances  (wax,  fire-crnckers  and  rockets)  stored 
in  the  estabb^hment,  the  fire  made  rapid  progress 
and  Ihe  firemen  were  unable  to  save  the  building, 
which,  with  nearly  everything  it  contained,  w.i8 
totally  destroyed,  building  No.  33  being  also  much 
damaRed.  Six  employes  of  tlie  firm  who  were 
breakfasting  in  Ihe  garret,  and  two  of  the  gas  com- 
pany who  were  carrying  in  a  load  ol  coals,  perish- 
ed in  the  flames,  their  escape  having  been  cut  oiT 
by  the  burning  of  the  stairway. 

—The  Jorml  do  Brazil  of  ihe  23rd  gives  a  full 
account  of  the  robbery  of  Frank  Brown,  the  circus 
manager,  on  September  27th.  The  thieves  were 
ftve  in  number,  all  Iialians.  A  jeweller  named 
Msssano  was  an  accomplice  after  the  fact,  receiving 
certain  ariicles  ot  jewellery  and  melting  them  down. 
Four  of  the  men  are  under  arrest,  the  other  Iwo 
havin"  escaped  to  S.  Paulo.  The  value  of  Ihe 
money,  medals  and  jewellery  stolen  was  about 
15,000$,  but  the  police  lound  only  i,oao$  m  cash 
and  two  diamonds  on  the  prisoners.  It  is  believed 
that  ihe  great  part  of  the  spoil  is  concealed  some- 
where in  this  city.  The  leader  of  ihe  gang  seems 
to  have  been  )u>lino  Carlo,  who  has  been  caught 
and  sentenced  several  limes  in  Italy. 

—It  was  probably  i  blinding  surprise  to  the 
editor  of  the  7o;-«fl/(^  Commercio  to  read  the  fol- 
lowing reply  in  the  Faiz  of  the  24th,  quite  as  much 
of  a  surprise  as  it  was  for  us  to  suddenly  find 
ourselves  covered  wiih  insult  and  invective  in  ihe 
columns  of  the  Jorml.  Apparently  the  old  mud- 
slingers are  learning  to  wear  kid  gloves,  while 
the  select  few  of  the  prolession  arc  returning  to 
their  alioiiginalsiaie,  On  the  subject  of  the  cost 
of  repairing  the  Aquidaban,  the  Paiz  sweetly  says: 
—  "If  it  pleases  our  colleague  oU\\tJotuat  do 
Commercio  to  discuss  what  we  consider  an  adminis- 
tralive  immorabty— the  contract  for  repairing  the^^ 
de  Maio  {Ajuid^'bati)-v/tATe  ready  to  accompany

of  marine."  In  face  of  such  amenities,  the  ediior 
of  the  7f  mil/ mu^t  have  doubted  the  testimony  of 
his  own  senses.  Even  the  Faiz  is  selling  him  an 
example  of  suavity  and  courlcsy  ! 


—The  editor  of  T/ie  Rio  AWw,  who  is  connected 
with  none  of  the  political  parties  in  Uiaiil,  en- 
dcavniK  to  obtain  information  from  all  quarters  and 
makes  use  of  what  appears  to  be  correct.

Coffee    Notes 


—  The  recent  rains  have  exlended  over  a 
wile  area  and  have  greatly  beni^fitted  the  coffee 
districts,  where  Ihey  can  not  fail  to  hasten  blos- 
soming and  the  development  of  the   fruit. 

—The  sujiply  of  Matacail)o  coflee  at  this  port 
shows  nearly  a  filiy  per  cent,  decline  as  compaied 
wilh  a  year  ago.  Mexican  and  Savanilla  coftee  is 
also  in  much  smaller  supply  Ihan  in  1895,  bul  the 
Java  slock  has  more  than  doubled.  —  Neiv  York 
Merchants*  Heview,  Oct.  2. 

—A  consular  report  on  the  use  of  substitutes 
for  coffee  in  Germany  says:  "Tlic  market  suf- 
fers also  from  Ihe  enormously  increa  ed  con- 
suinnlion  of  surrogates  for  coffee.  They  are 
chiefly  composed  of  malt.  These  'malt  coiTees' 
are  slighily  malted  and  lightly  roasted  l)arley, 
sometimes  also  sugared,  and  needless  to  say, 
contain  nolhini;  whatever  o(  those  properties 
lliat  render  coffee  itself  so  valuable.  Roasted 
ugar-beet  mixed  with  chicory  is  also  widely 
consumed,  These  compounds  pass  under  the 
title  of  'Elephant  coffee' or 'Victoria  coffee;'  they 
are  very  cheap,  and  cost  less  than  2d.  per  lb. 
No  wonder  thai  lea  is  gradually  obtaining  favor 
even  wilh  lUe  lower  middle  classes,  the  more 
so  since  tea  is  the  fashionable  refreshment  of  the 
upper  classes,  and  it  appears  only  a  question  of 
time  when  the  Germans  will  become  as  large 
consumers  of  tea  as  the  English-speaking  people. 
ApparenJy  no  article  has  so  great  a  future  as 
lea." 


COFFEE  IN  J/ A  WAN. 
A  resident   of  Duluth,    Minn.,  Mr.  E.  Z,  Wil- 
liams, his  been  a  close  student  of  the  possibilities 
of  the  Hawaiian  islands  for  Uie  production  ol  coffee. 
He  says: 

"  The  cultivation  of  coftee  on  the  islands  was  in 
Ihe  experimental  stage  when  I  visited  them  in 
1894,  but  the  results  have  been  more  Ihan  sat- 
isfactory. 1  believe  that  ihe  growing  of  coffee 
will  be  the  chief  industry  there  from  now  on. 
The  quality  o)  the  coflTee  is  excellent.  In  fact  it 
is  so  good  as  to  command  the  very  highest  price. 
I  am.  enthusiastic  about  the  quality  of  the  coffee, 
for  I  have  investigated  it,  and  it  is  without  doubt 
equal  to  or  belter  than  any  other  grown  in  other 
parts  of  the  world.  Samples  ol  the  last  crop  were 
shown  in  San  Francisco  and  the  shipments  brought 
22  cents.  As  it  costs  all  told  hul  about  5  cents 
to  place  the  coffee  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  an 
acre  will  produce  an  average  of  4,000  pounds, 
you  will  see  that  coffee  growing  looks  promising 
to  the  planters. 

Lots  ol  money  from  the  United  States  is  being 
put  into  Gotlee  plantations  on  the  islands,  and  ihe 
shipment  of  the  berry  from  there  will  eventually 
be  a  most  impor.iant  businesi.  Until  the  coflee 
trees  have  reached  a  certain  age  they  require  shade, 
and  to  provide  it  the  planters  set  out  other  trees, 
which,  afler  the  coffee  trees  are  large  enough  to 
care  for  themselves,  are  used  for  firewood.  The 
peculiar  thing  about  these  shade  trees  is  th  .t  they 
will  burn  better  when  green  than  when  dry,  as 
there  is  a  kind  of  oil  in  the  sap, 

Laborers  on  the  plantations  receive  $13  per 
monlh  and  are  furnished  a  house,  firewood  and 
water.  They  arc  employed  the  year  round  and 
can  lay  up  money,  as  their  needs  otherwise  are  few 
which  nature  or  the  sea  does  not  furnish." 

The  above  may  be  a  rose-colored  statement,  both 
as  regards  an  average  yield  ol  4,000  pounds  per 
acre  and  5  cents  as  the  cost  of  production  and 
shipment.  That  is  3  lo  4  cents  below  the  lay 
down  cost  in  New  York  as  figured  by  Brazilian 
planters.  There  is  undoubtedly  a  fine  opportunity 
for  coffee  plantations  in  the  Hawaiian  islands  and 
we  look  for  quile  an  extension  of  the  industry  in 
that  locality.  Thus  far  the  supply  is  of  iilile 
account  other  tlian  demonstrating  that  coffee  is

Business  Notes 


—The  export  of  rubber  from  Para  during  the 
monlh  of  September  amounted  to  1,072,139  kiloi. 
for  Europe  and  592,525  for  the  United  States. 

— The  governmeni  purchasing  ai;ent  in  Europe 
has  called  for  tenders  for  the  supply  of  150,000 
tons  of  coal  to  the  Cenlral  railway  during  1897. 

~-\i  "exaggerated  reports"  have  been  wired  to 
Europe  in  regard  to  the  commercial  situation,  of 
course  that  siiualion,  critical  as  it  is,  does  not  jus. 
lify  them.  . 

—On  Saturday  tlie  senate  adopted  a  motion  of 
Senator  Coelho  Rodrigues  for  inquiring  whether 
the  government  has  aulhoriied  the  issue  of  the  Slh 
series  o(  bonus, 

—According  lo  Deputy  Franca  Carvalho  there 
were  imported  last  year  at  this  port  from  the  River 
Plate  69,786  head  of  beef  cattle  and  during  the 
first  nine  months  of  the  presem  year  58,512. 

—A  telegram  of  the  21st  inst.  from  Pernambuco 
slates  that  the  important  firm  ot  Boxwell,  Williams 
&Co,  has  suspended  payments.  Tliis  telegram 
was  published  in  the  Gazela  de  Notictas  of  last 
Thursday.    Shall  the  editor  be  expelled  ? 

—Deputy  Mayrink  estimates  at  120,000  the  num- 
ber of  persons  in  this  city  who  eat  fresh  beef.  The 
quantity  of  beef  furnished  daily  to  these  persons, 
he  says,  is  90,000  kilos,  reduced  by  deduction  of 
bones  and  otiier  unserviceable  parts  to  60,000  kilos 
net.  , 

— Deputy  Seriedello  proposes  to  subject  to  a  fine 
of  50%  of  the  value  of  the  respective  documents 
persons  who  fail  to  slamp  them  according  to  law 
and  to  pay  half  of  the  amount  ol  the  fine  to  in- 
formers. This  suggestion  has  excited  much  in- 
dignation. 

—  On  the  22nd  inst.  Deputy  Alcindo  Guanabara 
■discussed  certain  provisions  of  the  revenue  bill  and 
opposed  the  projected  tax  on  exchange  operations 
and  cerlain  tariff  changes,  which  he  characterized 
as  anarchical.  He  referred  to  the  serious  crisis 
through  which  we  are  now  passing. 


Nonhebel,  under  the  style  of  Messrs.  Nonhebel 
&  Co.,  who  will  continue  the  business  here  on  Ihe 
same  lines  as  before.  Mr.  Nonhebel  has  been  ihe 
manager  of  the  agency  here  since  its  establishment 
some  five  years  ago,  and  is  widely  and  favorably 
known  in  shipping  circles. 

—The  repiesenialive  of  the  proposed  petroleum 
refinery  has  addressed  an  open  letter  to  the  re- 
pnrter  of  the  budget  committee  informing  )iim  that 
tiie  respective  company  has  already  spent  365,000$ 
in  ihe  country,  imported  merchandise  valued  at 
650,000$  and  ordered  other  merchandise,  now  on 
the  way,  of  ihe  value  of  300,000$.  He  opposes 
the  reduction  of  ihe  duty  on  refined  petroleum  vot- 
ed in  2nd  discussion  in  the  chamber  of  deputies. 

—If  any  one,  still  uninformed  in  regard  to  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  present  commercial  crisis, 
wishes  to  learn  the  truth,  let  him  go  for  inforraa- 
lion  not  to  those  who  are  interested'  in  concealing 
facts,  but  to  the  large  class  of  business  men  who 
are  strnggling  with  difficulties  caused  by  their  in- 
ability to  collect  what  is  due  them,  by  llie  constant 
decrease  in  their  commercial  transactions  and  by 
the  heavy  losses  which  they  have  sustained  from 
the  insolvency  of  debtors. 

Jiio  Janeiro,  <?.— The  hill  presented  to  congress 
yesterday  by  Deputy  Medeiros  de  Albuquerque, 
according  an  extension  ol  six  months  for  all  ma- 
tured bills,  has  caused  an  exceedingly  bad  impres- 
sion among  business  men.  All  the  papers  also 
combat  the  project,  showing  that  its  adoption  will 
undeimine  the  credit  of  Brazil  completely  and  give 
rise  to  a  general  belief  in  the  outside  world  that 
the  country  is  on  the  road  to  a  general  crash. 
They  further  say  that  althongli  Brazil  U  undoubt- 
edly passing  through  a  severe  crisis  it  is  not  pro- 
per lo  adopt  measures  that  are  justifiable  only  in 
cases  of  war,  Tlie  general  opinion  seems  to  be 
that  the  bill  will  be  defeated. 

—The  Brazilian  minister  at  Washington,  Sr. 
Salvador  de  Mendon9a,  wrote  to  tlie  editor  of  Le 
Bresil,  Paris,  on  the  15th  ull.,  correcting  the 
statement  that  the  escadre  de  carton  which  was 
purchased  in  the  United  States,  had  cost  a  million 
sterling.  Mr.  Mendon9a  says  that  the  hUctheroy, 
Arrdiada,  Destroyer,  the  English  torpedo-boat 
Varrour,  and  two  launches  transformed  into  tor- 
pedo boals,  together  with  their  arms,  nmniiions, 
etc,  cost  only  1,914,885  dollars,  or  ^394821.  He 
thinks  that  the  said  squadron,  with  its  "furinidable 
cannon,  threatening  to  vomit  tons  of  dynamite," 
was  the  one  thing  which  ended  the  naval  revolt. 
And,  by  the  way,  what  has  become  of  that  "form- 
idable cannon?" 

—A  London  telegram  of  the  I3ih  inst,  says  {we 
quote  (rom  our  Buenos  Aires  exchanges):— The 
Standard  Xo-dny  comments  at  length  npi-m  the  fin- 
ances of  the  Argentine  republic  and  of  Brazil.  It 
says  that  the  fall  in  the  prices  of  the  serurities  of 
these  countries  on  the  London  market  is  justified 
by  the  failure  of  the  house  of  Frias  Hermanos  in 
Rio  Janeiro.  The  Times  referring  to  a  note  from 
the  Brazilian  legation  compUininij  of  the  exagger- 
ated reports  on  the  condition  of  Brazilian  finances 
published  in  that  paper,  recognizes  the  richness  of 
the  resources  of  that  country  but  censures  the  ex- 
tremely bad  management  of  its  finances  which  has 
existed  during  the  past  seven  years.  It  concludes 
by  saying  that  the  Brazilians  continue  to  turn  a 
deaf  ear  to  the  counsels  of  prudence.

Exports. 

Coffee. -There  has  been  a  fair  business  done  f.ir  the  week, 
the  total  sales  araiiunting  lo  about  63,000  Iwgs,  but  the 
mai,kei  has  been  somewhat  irrcgiil.ir,  wiiliont  any  great  flue 
tnaions  in  prices,  alihough  ihs  decline  in  exchange  was  ex- 
pected to  sireriglhen  dealers,  There  are  some  suspicions 
that  a  large  part  of  the  slock  is  virtually  in  the  hands  of  ex- 
porters, and  this  might  serve  to  explain  the  laclc  of  strength 
in  quotaiions,  as  also  the  slight  influence  of  the  depreciaiion 
of  the  gold  value  of  the  currency;  there  has  however,  been 
no  material  change  in  ihe  daily  supply  which  unquestionably 
influences  dealers,  while  reports  ate  plentiful  of  very  favour- 
able weather  in  the  interior  lor  the  next  crop,  and  these  have
